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FCC to Allow Government Drills Without a Waiver as of September 3, 2010 


On July 14, 2010, the FCC released a Report and Order that amended the Amateur Radio Rules 
stating that government entities sponsoring disaster and emergency drills will no longer need to 
apply for a waiver to hold these drills. Additionally, employees who wish to participate in non- 
government-sponsored drills and exercises may do so under certain conditions. In the August 

Ath edition of the Federal Register, the FCC issued a summary of the R&O entitled Amendment 
of the Commission’s Rules Regarding Amateur Radio Service Communications During Govern- 


ment Disaster Drills -- noting that the effective date of these new rules will be September 3, 
2010. The amended Title 47 Code of Federal Regulations Section 97.113 as published in the 


Federal Register appears as follows: 


Final Rules 


@ For the reasons discussed in the 
preamble, the Federal Communications 
Commission amends 47 CFR part 97 as 
follows: 


PART 97—AMATEUR RADIO SERVICE 


@ 1. The authority citation for part 97 
continues to read as follows: 

Authority: 48 Stat. 1066, 1082, as 
amended; 47 U.S.C. 154, 303. Interpret or 
apply 48 Stat. 1064-1068, 1081-1105, as 
amended; 47 U.S.C. 151-155, 301-609, 
unless otherwise noted. 


@ 2. Section 97.113 is amended by 
revising paragraph (a)(3), redesignating 
paragraphs (c) and (d) as new 
paragraphs (a)(3)(iii) and (a)(3)(iv) 
respectively, and redesignating 
paragraphs (e) and (f) as (c) and (d) 
respectively, to read as follows: 


§ 97.113 Prohibited transmissions. 

(a) x * * 

(3) Communications in which the 
station licensee or control operator has 
a pecuniary interest, including 
communications on behalf of an 
employer, with the following 
exceptions: 


(i) A station licensee or control station 
operator may participate on behalf of an 
employer in an emergency preparedness 
or disaster readiness test or drill, limited 
to the duration and scope of such test 
or drill, and operational testing 
immediately prior to such test or drill. 


Tests or drills that are not government- 
sponsored are limited to a total time of 
one hour per week; except that no more 
than twice in any calendar year, they 
may be conducted for a period not to 
exceed 72 hours. 


Excerpts from the Commission’s R&O: 


“as evidenced by recent waiver requests, state and local 
government public safety agencies, hospitals and other enti- 
ties concerned with the health and safety of citizens appear 
to be limited in their ability to conduct disaster and emer- 
gency preparedness drills, because of the employee status 
of the amateur radio licensees involved in the training exer- 
cises. The Commission therefore amends its rules to permit 
amateur radio operators to participate in government- 
sponsored emergency and disaster preparedness drills and 
tests, regardless of whether the operators are employees of 
the entities participating in the drill or test. The Commis- 
sion finds that extending the authority to operate such sta- 
tions during drills will enhance emergency preparedness 
and response and thus serve the public interest. 


“The Commission’s decision reflects the practical reality 
that a large number of agencies and organizations at the 
state and local levels coordinate with their local volunteer 
amateur radio operators to conduct emergency drills and 
exercises in concert with other modes of communication, 
such as land mobile radio. This integrative activity is es- 
sential to allow for a practiced response on the part of the 
first responder community in the event of an emergency. 
Because some of those drills and exercises include trans- 
mission of amateur communications by employees of par- 
ticipating entities, this rule amendment will support the 
Commission’s ongoing emergency preparedness and re- 
sponse priorities and is iieeeIOre | consistent with the public 
interest.”

FCC Rule Changes FIRST CLASS 


’’ Enhance Public Service !
